REMARKS 

Claims 1-59 are pending in the instant application. The Examiner has required 
restriction of the pending claims under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to one of the following five groups: 

Group I: Claims 1-18 and 54, drawn to an isolated mammalian placenta, 

classified in class 435, subclass 1.1; 
Group II: Claims 19-35, drawn to a method of culturing a mannmalian placenta, 

classified in class 435, subclass 2; 
Group III: Claims 36-40, 46-49, 51-53 and 55-59, drawn to a himian placenta 

stem cell and a method of using such for treating diseases in humans, 

classified in class 435, subclass 325; 
Group IV: Claims 41-45, drawn to an apparatus for producing stem cells, 

classified in class 435, subclass 283.1; and 
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Group V: Claim 50, drawn to a committed cell, classified in class 435, subclass 



The Examiner contends that the inventions of Groups I-V are distinct, each from the 

other. 

Applicant hereby elects to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-18 and 54, 
drawn to an isolated mammalian placenta, classified in class 435, subclass 1.1. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the present remarks be made of record in the file 
history of the present appHcation. An early allowance of the appUcation is earnestly 
requested. The Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned with any questions concerning 
the application.
